were asked, was determined by lots. 


CANDIDATES IN attendance in- 
cluded Mayor Paul Schuler, the in- 
cumbent; Von Dee Cruse, Granite 
| City Township | assesor, and Mac 
Warfield, Granite City superinten- 
dent of streets. The fourth can- 
didate, Ed Jelf, was unable to attend 
because of his work schedule, 

Schuler said if re-elected, he plans 
to-continue his current method of 
handling city affairs. “I plan to con- 
tinue the policy of firm leadership 
combined with cpoperation, not con- 
frontation,” he said. ‘I expect the 
growth and revitalization in the city 
to continue. 

“During the past four years, one of 
the most serious economic depres- 
sions ever experienced by our city, 
happened.

Dixon calls for cooperation to aid farms 


To the Editor: 

For the last couple of weeks the 
Senate has debated the very serious 
erisis faced by our nation's 
agricultural economy. In the course 
of the debate we have been given a 
clear and vivid picture of the dire 
straits in which the farmer finds 
himself. 

Land values have eroded. Com- 
modity prices have dropped. Loan 
sources have dried up. Overseas 
markets have dwindled. Just about 
everything has soured on thousands 
of farms. 

As we begin another growing 
season, nine out of every 100 farmers 
do not have the resources to put a 
crop in the ground. 910,000 farmers 
are faced with complete bankruptcy 
because their debt to asset ratio 
stands at 70 percent. 

In the face of this dilemma 1 of- 
fered, and the Senate approved by a 
vote of 50-48, an amendment which 
would provide some temporary, but 
much needed, assistance to the na- 
tion’s farmers. 

Simply put, the amendment 
directed the Secretary of 
Agriculture to make available price 
support loans for 1985 crops. The 
funds would have come from Com- 


modity Credit Corporation loans 
normally made available following 
the harvest of a year’s crop. 

Obviously, though, if a farmer 
cannot get his crop in the ground in 
the first place, he can’t expect any 
harvest. 

Commodities covered under the 
legislation include wheat, feed 
grains, rice, upland cotton, tobacco, 
soybeans, peanuts and sugar. 

‘The total amount of advance loans 
that one producer could receive 
would be limited to $50,000 and the. 
loans would be repair after harvest 

The idea is to let the farmer, in ef- 
fect, borrow from himself, but to do 
it in the spring rather than wait until 
harvest time. 

This measure was a band-aid, not 
a long-term solution. Nonetheless, 
President Reagan saw fit to veto the 
measure on March 6, leaving 
thousands of farmers on the brink of 
bankruptcy. 

Tiding the farmer over through 
the spring was only one factor in 
what needs to be done. For the long- 
term, we need to find a way in many 
instances to stretch out the farmer's 
debt. We need to give the solid 
operating farmer breathing room to 
get back on his feet.

Many of the ideas floating around 
in Washington certainly will involve 
the expenditgure of too much federal 
money at a time when we are con: 
fronted with our massive budget 
deficit. Many of them very likely 
will only partially solve the probleni. 

What is clearly necessary is a 
coordinated effort by the ‘major 
farm groups, state and local officials 
and the federal government to 
develop a program that will keep the 
farmer from going broke, We need 
to plan in such a way that the 
economic health of our rural banks 
won't be jeopardized. 

We need to get the rural economy 
back on track again, so the farmer 
will be a customer again, so the fer- 
tilizer dealer, the fuel dealer, the im- 
plement dealer, the seed dealer, the 
car dealer and everyone else the 
farmer deals with, can once again 
prosper. 


To‘ do anything less would be a 
disservice to our Illinois and 
American farmers and to our fellow 
citizens who know that a thriving : 
farmer is the key to a growing, 
dynamic economy for all of us to en- 
joy.

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Officials discuss options to alleviate floodin

| Although no formal agreements. 
|.were made, Nameoki, Township of- 
|ficials and Metro-Hast Sanitary 
| District (MESD) Executive Direc- 
tor. Walter ‘‘Shang”-Greathouse did 
agree to work together to find’ solu- 
tions to the groundwater flooding in 
the township. 

Greathouse spoke to the Nameoki 

Town Board of. Trustees during a 
meeting of the trustees Monday 
night. Trustee Helen Hawkins had 
requested that Greathouse appear to 
discuss the participation of the levy 
‘district in alleviating flooding in the 
township. 

| IN ALETTER to the trustees and 
|Greathouse, Mrs. Hawkins sug- 
gested that MESD take responsibili- 
.ty for the operation and utility costs 
linvolved in operating a well in the 
|Dobrey Slough. Such a well was tem- 
porarily installed and tested last 
January by the U.S..Army Corps of 
Engineers. Kw 

The well, installed between 

Hemlock Avenue and Pine Street, 


was able to ‘draw down” the uhder- , 


ground water level by 700 gallons 
per minute, resulting in a drop of one 
foot at one monitoring point. Phe 
well was used to pull underground 
water into the Dobrey Slough and 
channel it to a pump station located 
at the end of the slough near Pontoon 
Road. That pump station auto- 
matically activates when the water 
level -in’-the slough rises, pulling 
water into. pipes leading to the 
Nameoki ditch. From there, the 
water empties into Horseshoe Lake. 

Mrs. Hawkins noted that, although 
the well was only used temporarily, 
“We saw that it really worked. It 
was only a test, but I'd like to sees 
imeone take that on."’ She suggested 
|that a grant may be obtained to fund 
|the operation of the well 

SHE ALSO suggested that zoning 
jand’ land officials cooperate in pro- 
tecting. the township against 
developments in flood-prone areas 
of the lowlands. 
| “The help of the Metro-East 
Sanitary’ District, the state of Il- 
linois, the city of Granite City, 
‘Nameoki Township and ‘the Army 
(Corps of Engineers is needed to pro- 
lvide a solution to the American Bot- 
jtoms flooding,” she concluded. “A

Greathouse began his address. to. 
the board of trustees by emphasizing 
the responsibilities of MESD. “We 
keep our nose out of other things that 
we're not responsible for. We don’t 
owe a dime right now because we 
haven’t spent money on all these 
goofy projects."” 

cea hanced THAT the MESD had 
been approached by several persons 
requesting help in controlling 
flooding, but that no-one had in- 
dicated where MESD might get the 
money to fund such flood-control 
projects 

“Wd can’t pay for batteries stolen 
and shots fired into our equipment 
we've got out here,” he said. “It took 
us fivé years to get straightened out 
financjally. Every time there's an 
election, this comes up and I get call- 
ed out! But we do not do things where 
we're not supposed to be. We don’t 
pump water off private property. 
You have to get the water into our 
ditches. Then it’s ours 

Greathouse then introduéed Bruce 
Barker of the Illinois Department of 
Transportation's Division of Water 
Resources. Barker commented on 
the procedures for controlling the 
level of Horseshoe Lake. He noted 
that IDOT participated in the in- 

lation of the low flow control 
structure at the lake, which,was in- 
stalled to help draw down the lake 
and to allow the lake to be used for 
storage of flood waters. 

MESD, HE CONTINUED, is 
responsible for opening and closing 
the low flow gates, but those gates 
are to remain closed unless MESD 
wishes to open them for flood ¢ontrol 
and drainage, or unless IDOT and 
MESD wishes to open the gates for 
fish and wildlife management pur- 
poses, 

Bill Nichols, who owns property 
near Horseshoe Lake, told Barker 
that he has kept records on the 
lake’s level for the past five or six 
yéars, "Since Nov. 1, we never have 
sless than a six-foot level on the 
gauge and it’s seven feet now. The 
gates might be open, but the water 


can’t get out because of siltation in 
the lake. | 

“There’s only one answer—dredge 
it out so the water can get back to the 
low flow gate. The Department of 
Conservation wants nothing to do 
with it.”” 

NICHOLS ALSO suggested taking 
the grids away from the gate so that 
silt and debris could pass through 
the gate, but Greathouse h. ob- 
jected to |that, saying that without 
the grid, the debris would end up in 
box culverts. located underground 
near National City. | 

Greathouse told Nichols that silt in 
Horseshoe Lake is not a new pro- 

lem. : 

Responding to Mrs. Hawkins’ sug- 
gestion that the state take over the 
operation of the well in Dobrey 
Slough, Barker stated, “We can’t be 
in the business of operating those 
projects. We install them but we 
don't run them.”’ 

GREATHOUSE CITED past elec- 
tric bills MESD has incurred. from 
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g in township 


Union Electric, noting that MESD 
paid $297,000 in UE electric bills in 
1983. He said he would like to look at 
the well to see “‘what it does” and 
how much it may cost to operate it 

Nameoki Township Supervisor 
Harry Briggs told Greathouse that 
he currently is. working with the 
Corps of Engineers to determine the 
cost of operating the well and pump- 
ing system. In addition to the cost of 
operating -the well, he noted, of- 
ficials should consider what pump- 
ing additional water from the end of 
Dobrey Slough may cost. MESD cur- 
rently pays for the operation of the 
pump at the end of the slough, while 
Granite City is responsible for main- 
taining the pump. 

Greathouse responded, ‘‘We won't 
solve the overall problem until we 
get someone big enough to tackle 
this, but the problem is so big, no one 
wants to tackle it.” 

BUT HE DID agree that stricter 
controls on new development in the 
township could help alleviate the 
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flooding. 
In.a_ related matter, Nameoki 
Highway Commissioner W. Lee 
Adams said he is working with rail- 
road officials to obtain an easement 
so that culverts may be constructed 
on either side of the railroad tracks 
on Lake Drive. The culverts would 
be used to carry water to Highway 
111 and empty into the culvert there 
The board of trustees placed two 
requests for revenue sharing funds , 
on file until the town board conducts

its revenue sharing budget hearings. 
Those hearings have not yet been 
scheduled. 

THE FIRST request was for $3,000 
for the Rape and Sexual Abusé Care, 

The ‘Arlington Civic Association 
requested $10,000 in revenue sharing.

been registered with the township's 
finance committee: Association 
Secretary Louise Ware said the 
main project is obtaining city water.

Leo Schermer, a Madison 
businessman, spoke at the March 
meeting of the Old Six Mile 
Historical Society, presenting a 
history of the Schermer family from 
before 1898 through today as ‘Well as 
a historical review of the city of 
Madison in relation to the same era 

Members of the society and guests 
gathered for the informative session 
at Central Christian Church, 2020 
Johnson Road. 

Schermer told of his father, Her- 
man, who was born in Austria the 
son of Jewish parents and was the 
oldest of eight children. : 

The family raised horses and cat- 

.Ule to make a living. Twice a year 

they would take their animals «+o 
Budapest to be sold. They also rais- 
ed poultry and flax. Because they 
were of the Jewish faith they did not 
eat pork so they extracted a 
yellowish oil from the flaxseed and 
used it asa spread on their bread. 

In the winter Herman and his | 
brother, Ben, would go into the 
mountains and cut wood which was 
made into charcoal and sold to the 
railroads.

Schermer said that his father liv- 
ed a good life in Austria under 
Emperor Fran Joseph until the 
1890's when relations: with Prussia 
and Hungary would lead to war. 

Herman's parents decided he 
should go to America. In 1898, with 
the money |Herman received from 
the sale of two colts, he went to Rot- 
terdam jand set sail for 
Philadelphia, where he lived with an 


,uncle for a short time. 


He then went to Chicago, where he 
worked in a shoe factory and receiv- 
ed $5 a week. After he saved enough 
money to buy a horse and wagon, he 
began to buy scrap iron which he 
sold to the stee! mills in Indiana. 

In 1902, Re came to St. Loui: 
where he found employment ‘at the 
St. Louis World’s Fair site. One year 
later, he met a man from Austria by 
the name of Arnovitz. The two 
friends opened a store in: West 
Madison. During the flood of 1903, 
they lost everything they worked for 
in that area. 


After the water went down, Her- 
man walked to E. St. Louis and bor- 
rowed $500 to open another store in 
Madison. This was the same loca- 
tion, where the Schermer Store is 
located today. 


By this time, his brother, Ben, had 
come to America, to be followed by 
brothers Adolph and Joe: By 1909 his 
mother and the other sons arrived in 
America. 


All the boys attended the Madison 
Schools. Jacob, the youngest  w. 
one of seven students who comp: 
ed the first graduating class of 
Madison High School on May 25, 
1915.. Emmanuel Arnovitz, another 
graduate of this class and Jacob 


Schermer attended medical school 
and became prominent doctors in 
the Tri-Cities. 

All the Schermer men worked on 
civic projects. Ben organized the 
Cahokia Scout Council,/65 years ago. 

One of the philanthropists of this 
time was Clarence Howard of the 
Commonwealth, later known as 
General Steel Industries. He 
donated 120 acres at Ironton, Mo.. 
which was used as a Boy Scout 
Camp, called Camp Rankin. 

Schermer gave an_ interesting 
history of Madison, It was a village 
of male immigrants from the 
Balkan countries Who came to work 
in the Car Shop. 

Herman married Helen Fried- 
man. She told her children how she 
was awakened on the first morning 
in her new home by a very loud noise 
She discovered the loud noise was 
the sound of 500 men walking on the 
wooden sidewalks to tht car shop. 

These men could| not speak 
English, Dora Ashley opened a 
school at a Presbyterign Mission on 
13th Street, to help them learn to 
speak, read and write| English and 
prepared them to get their citizen 
papers. | 

The men slept in small boarding 
houses in three eight-hour shifts. As 
many as 30 men would sleep in a 
three room house. More than 300 
men slept in a four story building on 
State and Sixth Street. 

The year of 1916 was a year of 
depression, and in Madison meant 
the closing of the car shop. 

The Friedman’s hadja dance hall 
and a saloon, and thé doors were 
open to these men. They picked up 
coal that had fallen off|the coal cars 
along the railroad tracks to heat the 
dance hall. Then they bought soup

It 
was a wonderful era to grow up in, 
he added.
